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Bishop to give Paul VI 
state of diocese report

They're preparing a report for Pope Paul 
VI in diocesan headquarters these days. 
It’s the report on the diocese which will be 
sent to Rome in time for the “ad limina” 
mee a Bishop Leo T. Maher to the pope on 

ct 


The ad limina visit is that which every 
Ordinary (bishop-heading a diocese) must 
make to the pope every five years. Bishop _ 
Maher was last on such a visit a little more 
than four years ago. 


THE REPORT has been remodelled 
since then, following guidelines issued by’ 
the Vatican in 1975 for the “Form for the 
Quinquennial Report.” Y 


It now covers everything from the 
conformity of teaching over contraception 
to specific problems of discrimination, 
and from the acceptance of new forms for 
liturgy to the state of the priesthood and 
the laity. 


It is these doeartente which Msgr. | 
Brent Eagen, diocesan chancellor, and 
Father Daniel Dillabough, bishop's secre- 
tary, are now preparing, with the assis- 
tance of specialists in the diocesan 


-“curia”. 


“IT HAS CHANGED very much fromthe — 
former, largely statistical, reports,” said 


Mser. “Eagen. “The diocese is now invited; 
by the new guidelines, to report ‘as freely 
and lengthily’ as the bishop wishes, onthe 
many pastoral and other matters in- 
cluded.” 


Instead of bishops making individual ad 
limina visits as in the past, they now go as 
regions, so Bishop Maher will be received 
by the pope together with Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of Los Angeles, Arch- 
bishop John Quinn of.San Francisco and 
other bishops of the West (Region XI). 


Regions from the East and Midwest have 
already been to Rome. In addition to the 
American bishops, the pope will receive 
the bishops of Canada, the Caribbean, 
Australia and Oceania this year. ~ 


THE AD LIMINA visit has three parts. - 
The bishop first files the report on the 
state of his diocese, then visits with the 
pope and finally prays at the tombs of St. 
Peter and Paul. 


It is from this provision that the journey 
gets its name. Ad limina means “to the

threshold”, the earthly dwelling places of 
the apostles. This entails a visit to the 
basilicas of St. Peter and of St. Paul 
Outside-the-walls. 


The format of the visit was changed 
because the ever-increasing number of 
dioceses around the world created the 
practical problem that the pope could not 
see each bishop individually as before. 


THE REPORT from the San Diego 
diocese will be able to show such 
developments in recent years as the 
diocesan synod, the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council and the many committees and 
commissions which have resulted. 


The general religious situation will be 
covered, including answers to such 
Vatican questions as: What has been done 
to bring Catholicism into the culture and 
traditions proper to the diocese, and 
whether there are any “acute doctrinal 
problems”. 


A detailed report has to be given on the 
economic situation of the diocese, includ- 
ing the types and titles of property owned, 
how it is administered and whether the 
diocese is able to aid other dioceses. 
Rome requires a report on the way priests 
are looked after financially and. what 
provision is made generally for them.

A shoroeeh investigation is made ‘into 
the state of “sacred liturgy” by the 
questions posed in the guidelines. They 
call for reports on any abuses of delays 


and the balance between liturgy and - 


devotions, on singing, modern art and its 


_- use and the celebration ofthe euey of 


the Hours. 


Each sacrament is given a separate 
seciton of the report. Under penence, for 
instance, it asks whether. people are 
observing the prescriptions regarding 
communal penance celebrations. 


THE BISHOP will report on the fre- 
quency of the reception of the sacrament 
of penance, as well as answering the 
question: Do the faithful appear to lack a 
sense of sin? 


Judging by the ready response to: the 
-sacrament of anointing of the-sick seen in 
this diocese, the diocesan report to Rome 
should be able readily to answer another

In connection with the sacrament of 


- holy orders, the guidelines call for a report 


on what steps the diocese takes to make 
people aware of the “problem of fostering 
priestly and religious vocations.” 


_UNDER THE HEADING marriage, the 


report will have to. state what preparation 
courses exist and what difficulties are 
experienced in this respect. 


A full report on clergy, their life style, the 
question of celibacy (Is the value of 
celibacy held in esteem? ask the guide- 
lines), and an analysis of why some have 
left the priesthood is called for. 


There is also a section for explaining the 
experience of the diocese in the reesta- 
blished ordination of permanent deacons, 
in which this diocese is a west coast 
pioneer. 


FAMILY PROBLEMS, divorce, abortion 
and “concrete problems within the 
diocese concerning social justice and the 
defense of the dignity of the human 
person” are among a multitude of other 
questions raised by the guidelines from 
Rome.

Vatican increases security 
around the pope's quarters 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Vatican officials 
have beefed up security around the pope’s 
quarters following the Aldo Moro kidnap- 
ping and assassination. Y.et Pope Paul VI, 
the cardinals and other high Vatican 
officials remain among the most visible 
and least protected public figures in the 
world. 


“We would like to increase our security 
staff,” said a high Vatican official, “but who 
would pay for it?” 


SO FAR, no kidnapping or assassina- 
tion attempts have been reported from 
Vatican City. But the small city-state offers 
little protection against such an attempt. 


Vatican security personnel stress that in 
the post-Moro period—the former Italian 
prime minister was kidnapped by the Red. 
Brigades in a bold daylight attack—they 


have greatly increased surveillance and 


“security checks in the 16th-century

Nevertheless, the pope remains an 
easy target for potential assassins. - 


EVERY WEDNESDAY as the pontiff is 
carried through crowds of 10,000 people 
in the modern audience hall, he is 
exposed to great danger. Vatican security 
officers, including the uniformed police, 
plainclothesmen and the 90-man Swiss 
Guard, are out in force for the audiences. 
But their main task, say Vatican sources, 
is crowd control, not prevention of armed 
attacks. 


It is said that the Italian police offered to 
provide special protection for cardinals 
but that high Vatican officials turned down 
the offer. 


Jesuit Superior General Father Pedro 
Arrupe, however, accepted a similar offer 
from the police. He is one of very few high 
church officials in Rome with a body- 
guard. . 
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Bishop Gerardo Humberto Flores 
Reyes, a Guatemalan bishop, told a 
Vatican Radio interviewer that the 
peasant uprising in Guatemala is a 
result of unjust social conditions in 
rural areas. 


A bill to nullify a aipicric Court 
decision dealing with searches of 
newspaper offices has been intro- 
duced by Father Robert Drinan, a 
democratic congressman from Mass- 
achusetts. 


Knowledge from “town meetings” in 
every parish of the Miami archdiocese 
will be used to shape spiritual life 
programs the archdiocese will con- 
duct this fall. 


A new “imaginative vision” is 
»needed for survival of the western 
world, which needs rebirth, according 
to Claire Randall, secretary general of 
the World Council of Churches. 


As the 43rd refugee boat arrived in 
Darwin, Australia, in mid-May, the 
Australian Catholic bishops com- 
mended the Australian government 
on the “sensitive way” it was handling 
refugees arriving from Indochina. 


The Italian bishops said at the end 
of a plenary assembly that the 
church “has not surrendered and 
cannot surrender” on the issue of 
liberalized abortion in Italy.

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“| just knew it was time,” said Jack 
Pelikan of Baltimore, explaining his 
rash of arrests at sit-ins in Washington 
and Baltimore abortion clinics. Peli- 
kan spoke shortly after his release on 
bail following his fourth arrest in 10 
days for trespassing. 


- Archbishop Derek Worlock of Liver- 
pool called for a change of Britian’s 
abortion law after a Liverpool worker 
sought an injunction to stop his 
estranged wife from having an abor- 
tion. The court ruled that the worker 
had no say in the fate of the fetus 
before birth. 


Participants in a charismatic retreat 
sponsored by the diocese of Birming- 
ham were told that for Christians, 
“being good is not enough. We are 
called to holiness—to be perfect as 
the Father is perfect,” said Mother M. 
Angelica Francis, a cloistered Fran- 
ciscan. 


Argentina’s bishops called for 
social and economic reform in a 
statement on family life that they 
issued at a meeting in Buenos Aires. 


Catholic parents in the Los Angeles 
archdiocese-are concerned about the 
influence of government on family 


, life, inflation and taxes, the influence 


of media, pornography, peer in- 
fluence, and values taught in schools, 
according to the 1,900 couples 
answering a poll of a parents’ group. 


Mexico has denied entry to Arch- 
bishop Hilarion Capucci, former 
Melchite-Rite patriarchal vicar for 
Jerusalem, sources close to Cardinal 
Raul Silva of Santiago, Chile, said. The 


sources attributed the move to in- 


fluential Israelis in Mexico. 
Madalyn Murray O’Hair has taken 


_ the city council of Tucson to task for 


opening its sessions with a prayer, but 
Mayor Lewis Murphy said that the 
practice will continue as long as he is 
in office. 

The Nicaraguan government 
barred the return of six foreign 
missionaries, including Father 
Bernard Survil from the diocese of 
Greensburg, Pa., but Archbishop 
Miguel Obando of Managua protested 
the bans and got the government to 
re-admit four of the six.

new deacons. 


“These three men come 
forward in service to the 
church,” said Father Neal 
Dolan, diaconate director, 
in his homily.

HE THANKED the wives, 
Franca Cover, Anita Jacobs

IN THE SANCTUARY for

In the spirit of ecumen- 
ism, ministers of other 
Christian churches were 
present in the sanctuary 
and in a reminder of the 
ancient Jewish traditions 
from which Christianity 
came, a Jewish cantor, Dr. 
Robert Sirotnik, intoned 
“Baruch ata,” the hymn of 
praise to the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob. 


On June 17 eight more 
permanent deacons will be 
ordained for the diocese, 
bringing to 11 the total 
number to be ordained in 
1978. The ordinations will 
take place at the Imaculata 
church, USD campus.

work, but brothers, because children of the 
same heavenly Father. —To pilgrims from 
Naples. 


Church teaches truth 


The church has something to teach, which is 
its proper competence, and it is religious truth, 
which is not outmoded, nor superfluous, but 
necessary. It is necessary for the higher goal, 


transcendent and irreplaceable, proper to. 
religion: true life, the spiritual life today and in.

A time to keep

In his most distressing disguise 


There is a charisma about Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta and her apostolate which extends even to 
those who work with her and for her cause. Soit was 
more than a pleasure meeting with the founder of 
Mother Teresa’s Co-Workers last week through the 


hospitality of Dr. William Doyle and his wife Dr. . 


Anita Figueredo. We were able to hear Ann Blaikie, 
founder of the co-workers in 1954, speak of the 
woman who probably symbolizes Christ for more 
people than any other person alive today. 


We were reminded that those who become 
Sisters of Charity in Mother Teresa’s community 
take the three vows of poverty, chastity and 
obedience, plus the vow that they give free service 
to “Christ in his most. distressing disguise.” In other 
words, to comfort and to nourish those in extremes 
of suffering, of pain, near death. 


How easy it is to be bountifully generous to some 
cause which satisfies our own egos, which makes 
us feel good, and which doesn’t cause too much 
distress. But how much more difficult it is for most 
of us to want to hold the hand of a beggar dying in 
the gutter, to nourish the leperous, to care for the 
emaciated body of a starving child. 


Anyone who wishes to join Mother Teresa’s 
communities is put on probation for a year to see if 
they can really take the privations of the lifestyle 
and the care for the sick, dying and poverty- 
stricken which she has made her particular 
concern, whether in Harlem or India, at the 102 
convents and homes she has now established 
around the world. The lifestyle includes minimal 
‘home’ comforts, restrictions on baths, letters 
home and other practical disciplines. 


Babies will be wanted 


How interesting to see the Princeton University 
study which predicts that the United States may be 
paying couples to have babies in years to come 
because of the terrible decline in the birthrate. For 
the last five years, and for the first time in U.S. 
history, population growth has dropped below one 
percent. By the year 2000 there will be no more 
than 245 million Americans, said. Dr. Charles 
Westoff, of the Princetown Office:of Population. 
“That's a far cry from the 300 million anticipated in 
a message to Congress only eight elie ago,” he 
“said. — 

The lesson of too many aboritons: too much 
contraception, is beginning to show. In East 
Germany, couples can borrow $10,000 when they 
marry. If they have three children, the debt is wiped 
out. France, Australia and Sweden are other 
countries where incentives to have children are 
being adopted. - 


What price social security in the US. when there 
are too many recipients in old age and not enough 
younger people working to keep the funds going? 
Maybe we can save on the present enormous 
sums paid to Planned Parenthood from our tax 
dollars. 


Homily or not? 


“The homily is strongly recommended as an 
integral part of the liturgy and as a necessary 
source of nourishment of the Christian life. It 


should develop some point of the readings...” 
These are the words of the general instruction of 
the Roman Missal. Yet how often this can be noted 
in the breach rather than the observance. There 
always seems to be something else happening, and 
homily time is given over to it. 


| have had the pleasure and honor a assisting 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los Angeles as his 
deacon at mass on more than one occasion, and 
have attended other ceremonies where he has 
preached, and, whatever the occasion, he speaks 
to the readings of the mass. There are, of course, 
some occasions where a variation might be 
necessary, but in general, there is surely a 
diminution of the spreading of the Word if it is not 
amplified by the homily. 


Glut of subjects 


On a recent-Sunday, which happened to be 
Pentecost, we had no less than five “important” 
aspects of the day: the feast itself, the bishop’s 
letter on evangelization, the crowning of the Virgin 


Mary's statue for Mother’s Day and first com- 


munion day for youngsters. | have attended mass at 
some parishes where homily time has been taken 
up with parish polls, or talks on parish councils or 
other “practical” matters, without any reference to 
the liturgy of the Word for the day. Surely the place 
for administrative matters is towards the end of the 
mass, just before the dismissal. 


What do you think? Do you prefer a homily based 
on the texts of the day, or do you like the community 
and social action matters to take precedence? 


On a related liturgical matter: the words 
“Through him, with him...” just before the Great 
Amen are for the celebrant and concelebrants. Yet | 
notice that when we get visitors to our parish they 
tend to join in , as though it is common where they 
come from. The Doxology—for that’s what it is— 
should not be said by the people. Their response, in 
a truly great Amen, should ring through the rafters. 


Separation of church and state 


The loud cries of “unconstitutional” which 
greeted the vote in the House in favor of tax credits 
for parents.of children at private schools last week 
shows how little some have read the U:S. 
Constitution. 


It is nonsense to say that tax EieHits fortuition are 
in conflict with the First Amendment. The 
Amendment reads: “Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” By what 
manner of reasoning do tuition credits contravene 
this simple statement? It was interesting to see that 
Congressman (Father) Robert Drinan voted against 
the measure. 


Police searches 


The astonishing decision last week of the US. 
Supreme Court to allow police to search newspaper 
offices on a simple warrant may have even wider 
repercussions. How longwill attorneys’ files remain 
sacrosanct? How long will it be before the secrets of 
the confessional may be the subject of a ruling 
which could force priests to give evidence?

We were talking...about “getting 


things. off one’s chest”, admitting - 


mistakes and faults and counting 
omissions. 


Confession, indubitably, is good for 
the soul. It is also essential for our 
psychological and emotional balance. 

~ The human need to confess is what in 
this a-religious age makes psychia- 
trists wealthy. 

WE ALL KNOW the weight of the 
burden we place on our fragile peace 
of mind by “secret” sins, the things we 
refuse to acknowledge about our- 
selves. We need only listen to our 
earnest and often heated rationali- 
zations to realize how ill such self- 
deception sits with us. 


Unacknowledged guilt has a way of 
festering and erupting in sometimes 
quite bizarre behavior, which, most of 
the time, we understand as little as 
those upon whom we inflict it. 

For a time, after Freud, as we 
awakened to the “sacred” theories of 
psychiatry, guilt became our main 


whipping boy. Guilt, it appeared, lay © 


beneath all neurotic behavior and 


Forgiveness is a bonus 


was, therefore destructive and to be 
eradicated. The simplest way to do 
that was to deny the wrong that 


spawned it. But it was, we found,.not — 


that simple. 


GUILT IS, after all, a very healthy 
reaction. It is the unease of a good- 
directed conscience that accompan- 
ies a slip into non-good. It is like the 
tactile sensitivity to heat that warns of 
fire, or the prickling sensation of the 
skin that tells of the presence of 
danger. 


Not guilt, but repression of guilt is 
the real villain. And there are, of 
course, all kinds of reasons why we 
are reluctant to admit to certain 
things. Our carefully designed 
“image” may be threatened, even 
destroyed, for one; the fear that 
forgiveness may be denied for anoth- 
er. 


But a false self-image only leads to 
more guilt and spiralling problems. As 
to forgiveness, that is, | believe, quite 
another thing. We confess because we 
need to—it is not a matter of quid pro 
quo. We cannot demand forgiveness. 


We really have no right to expect it. 


CONFESSION IS a good of itself. 
Forgiveness is a bonus. 


That is why God's forgiveness is so 
wonderful to experience. It comes to 
us so readily and unconditionally, and 
so unfailingly. | read somewhere the 
other day, a comment that God 
forgives our sins as soon as we 
acknowledge them to him. | think he 
forgivés sooner than that. ~ 


But speaking of his forgiveness as 
now or then in relation to our con- 
fession is like trying. to reconcile 
opposing time zones. God’s forgive- 
ness is integral to his being, without 


beginning, without limit. It exists in 


the dimension of eternity and it is in 
that dimension that it is related to our 
sinfulness. 


WE WERE FORGIVEN “before” we 
ever sinned, “before” we ever existed 
as we exist in this changing temporal 
world. And we are forgiven forever. 

If we think we confess in order to 


obtain forgiveness, no wonder our 
reconciliation rooms see little traffic. 


If, as a loving God implies, forgiveness _ 


is assured what need have we of a 
priest or anyone else to witness.our 
admissions? 


But if we confess because of the 
human and spiritual need to “take out 
the garbage” and admit, not privately, 
but to another human being, before 
God, that we have been less than we 
should be or like to be, confession can 


lead to the peace of mind that opens 


us to receive more fully God’s eager 
love and acceptance. 


WE DO NOT HEAR his tender 
whispers through a_ guilt-cluttered 
mind, nor feel his gentle compassion 
in a fretful soul. And if we do not 
experience that sanctifying forgive- 
ness in a personal way we are like 
plants deprived of sunlight, inhibited 
and never quite becoming what we 
are meant to be. 


Because we are God’s creatures, 
our confessions need to be made in 
the awareness of his presence, with 
humility and gratitude and astonished 
joy for the unbelievably generous 
bonus of his forgiveness.

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Their poverty made the 


rest of the country rich

He was a tiny lad for his five years. I'll never 
forget him. I’ve seen his reflection in a 
thousand children since that sunny afternoon 
when his mother invited me into their humble 
mountain home. The little fellow fascinated 
me as he drank his milk from a nippled coke 
bottle. 


I was surprised that he had not: been 
weaned from the bottle. But I was shocked 10 
minutes later when he tapped a cigarette out 
of a pack, pulled. a sulphur match out of his 
pocket, struck it across the linoleum floor, 
and lit and smoked his cigarette. 


NOT ONE SIGN of displeasure or 
surprise from his mother. Obviously this was 
a normal occurrence. 


That was my first glimpse of the culture and 
life of Appalachian mountain folk. After 15 
years of living in that culture, I recognize the 
remarkable freedom given here to children 
under 16. Freedom of spirit is big in 
Appalachia. ; 


Mountain minstrel and former coal miner, 
Jim Stanley, who lives in Derbe, Va., 
expressed it well for most Appalachian 
parents who have had to struggle tenaciously 
for a livelihood. “Discipline I never did much 
of because I wanted them to be free. They 
only have childhood once and when it’s gone, 
it’s gone. I want it to be an enjoyable 
childhood. They should be free and not 
burdened with grownup problems. A carefree 
life is my philosophy for kids.” 


AS A MISSIONER, | like to call Appala- 
chia the “Heartland of the U.S.A.” because it 
is like a great pumping heart for this nation. At 
times I consider the United States to be like 
Dr. Frankenstein’s classic monster, a 
creature fashioned by human ingenuity. And 
like Frankenstein’s voiceless creation, with its 
damaged brain, the United States has a 
defective organ too—its heart. 


If the United States could speak, it would 


talk about its hurting heartland. It would tell of: 


adolescent years when its growing body 
needed strength—how the great. heartland 


of Appalachia provided the finest timber for 
homes in New England. 


It would mention the Appalachian oil and 
gas—how its rich black coal stoked the steel 
mills and heavy industries in the North and 
powered trains to the West and South across 
the continent. It would claim that even today, 
its wounded heart is the critical factor in the 
energy squeeze, and that Appalachian coal 
again reigns supreme. 


AND YET, as verified in the pastoral 
letter, “This Land is Home to Me,” published 
by the Catholic bishops of the region, Ap- 
palachia, though rich in natural resources, isa 
land where too many mountain folk are poor 
and powerless. This great heartland which for 
a century and a half has pumped vital blood to 
the rest of the nation, making large corpora- 
tions wealthy, is left with its own people 
impoverished. 

As a whole, one out of every three families 
lives in a substandard house, which basically 
means no plumbing, no hot water, inadequate 
heating and overcrowdedness. : 

Natural resources and capital wealth are 
increasingly concentrated in the hands of a 
few individuals and absentee corporations. 
The number of doctors to serve medical 
needs is half the national average. The median 
family income of the nation is almost twice 
that of Appalachian families. Educational 
opportunities lag far behind the rest of the 
nation—the national figure for median school 
years completed for adults is 12.1; in 
Appalachia it is 9.1. 


THE CATHOLIC bishops of the world 


have challenged us by reiterating that social 


justice is a constitutive element of the gospel. 
Glenmary missioners, with the assistance of 
hundreds of laymen, are struggling to bring 
adequate housing and medical services to 
Appalachia. 


More important, we are concerned about 
bringing them Jesus’ spiritual message. The 
first settlers had strong religious values. Most 
of them trekked into the hill country carrying 
only a long-handled axe, a hunting rifle and a 
Bible. 


But today, an estimated 60-65 percent of 
Appalachians do not attend church and are 
not on church rolls. There is as much mystery 


about their religious values as about the 80 ~ 


million unchurched across the United States. 


DID THE GREED of outside exploiters 
kill spirituality in Appalachia like the greed of 


_ hunters killed buffalo in the West? 


Did abuse banish spiritual hope? Is the 
excessive freedom given children compensa- 
tion for the repression their parents know will 
come as adults? 


In their fight for civil and human rights, 
blacks, women, Indians and Chicanos have 
strong leadership which Appalachians do not 
have. 


But we missioners have learned much 
about freedom and love from the mountain 
people, who, though economically depressed 
and overpowered for 200 years, have not lost 
their spirit. We are committed to work in 
Appalachia, foster justice, empower the poor, 
and most of all, to share the gospel of Jesus.

Missioner from Iowa 


He has his own way of 
sowing the seed of faith

Brother Curt Kedley was_laying floor tile 
and doing assorted carpentry in lowa when he 
met a member of the Glenmary Home 
Missioners. That meeting became a cross- 
roads in his life. 


Young Kedley heard a whisper that 
became a call to rural ministry. He swapped 
the grasslands of the prairie for the hills and 
jagged mountains of Appalachia. 


‘ THE MODERN missioner has his own 
way of preparing the ground for the seed of 
faith. It’s quiet and low-key, but the result is a 
forceful, fruitful ministry. 


As part of Glenmary’s “brother power,” he 
has spent the past four years in western 
North Carolina working with community 
leaders to set up day-camp programs for low- 
income children, sheltered workshops for the 
handicapped, a group home for the mentally 
retarded and demonstration housing that has 
become a model for other communities. 


Brother Kedley started the Ashe County 
Adult Development Association in Jefferson, 
N.C., three years ago with seed money from 
Glenmary. The mentally retarded, 18 years or 


older, are taught community living and work 
skills. 


THEY RECEIVE a basic education and 
training that enables them to move into a 
more independent style of living.

Others 
transfer to group living that gradually 
prepares them to maintain a home of their 
own. 


Because of the visible effect on the men and 
women in the program, it receives support 
and encouragement from parents, guardians 
and the community. A year ago this support 
was plain to see when nine tractor-trailor 
loads of unassembled cabinets and vanities 
were delivered to the association. 


The unmatched, unfitted, uninventoried 
wood furniture weighed 396,000 pounds. It. 
was converted into cash by sales to building 
contractors and individual home owners. 


THE GIFT CAME when the mother of a 
participant in the association’s program 
wrote to a relative asking for a donation. The 
relative, owner of a furniture factory, 


responded promptly. His donation filled nine |

The Virginia Company of London devoted 
itself to opening up the Atlantic coast of North 
America. On Nov. 13, 1622, the members 
held a feast at the Merchant. Taylor’s Hall. 


Before the dinner, they sat in St. Michael 
church in Cornhill to hear a sermon from 
John Donne, the dean of St. Paul Cathedral. 
The. dean told these 400 businessmen that 
their main work in crossing the Atlantic was 
not’so much to make money as to win souls. 


“GOD TAUGHT us to make ships, not to 
ransport ourselves-but to transport him. Let 
our sailors be missionaries, and you shall 
ave made this island, which is but the 
uburbs of the old world, a bridge to the new. 
: shall join all to that world that shall never 
row old, the kingdom of heaven.” 


This missionary spirit urged by Dean 


Jonne coincided with the commercial 
levelopment of the lands of the New World.

An heroic Christian

The Spanish, Portuguese and French had 
already begun to make their way to the 
Western Hemisphere. French Jesuits, led by 
men such as Pere Marquette, were bringing 
Christ to the Indians in the Great Lakes area 
of the United States. 


Franciscans, spurred by the inspiring work 
of Junipero Serra, worked in the Southwest 
and California—as well as in the Florida area. 


THE STRONG Catholic presence today 
in places such as the Upper Peninsula in 
Michigan, the waterways adjacent to the 
Great Lakes in states like Wisconsin, and the 
so-called Catholic line along the Mississippi, 
stretching all the way from parts of Iowa in the 
north down to St. Louis and finally down to 
New Orleans, is indebted to the Jesuit 
missionaries who penetrated the great 
Midwest heartland through Canada in the 
north and the Gulf ports in the south. 


Eventually, the Midwest would be domi- 
nated by Catholic immigrants of German

His devotion to his 
Indians was incredible

California was first settled by the Spanish in 
the 18th century, under the leadership of 
heroic Franciscan missionaries. Their leader, 
the most heroic of them all, was Fra Junipero 
Serra. 


He was born on Nov. 24, 1713, in Petra on 
the Spanish island of Majorca. Junipero 
became a Franciscan priest and, after earning 
his doctorate in theology, was named to the 
Lullian University faculty. His future seemed 
assured, a life of quiet scholarship combined 
with pastoral work. 


IN THE LATTER area he distinguished 
himself as a dramatic, effective preacher. He 
loved the life and his students. Two of them, 
Francisco Palou and Juan Bautisto Crespi, 
were to follow him to the ends of the earth. 


But when he was 30, he decided to become 
a missionary. He induced Palou to join him. 
‘They landed at Vera Cruz, the port of 
Mexico, after a stormy voyage which left their 
little ship a shambles. From there he walked 
250 miles to Mexico City, taking only his 
clothes and breviary. 


On the last leg of the journey an insect bit 
him but he paid no attention to it. It swelled 
and became infected; it never healed and 
caused him agonizing pain for the rest of his 
life. 


AFTER A PERIOD of orientation at the 
Franciscan Convent of San Fernando, he was 


sent to the missions in the wild Sierra Gorda 
country to the north. He learned the Indians’ 
language and labored strenuously at their 
evangelization for over eight years. 


Then he took charge of the missions in Baja 
California. The new inspector general of the 
Indies, a Christian gentleman named Galvez, 
visited. He, like Serra, dreamed of claiming 
Upper California for the faith and Spain. : 


It was an uncharted wilderness, although it 
was known to possess three fine ports: San 
Diego, Monterey, and what later would be 
San Francisco. 


AN EXPEDITION was carefully planned 
and painfully carried forth, with Serra and the 
civil governor, Portola, in command. Even- 
tually, they reached San Diego and estab- 
lished a mission, one which would prove 
extremely troublesome, largely because of 
the Indians’ hostility. 


But Serra loved them and won them over, 
at least temporarily. Communications with 
Mexico were slow and hazardous, but this 
was just a first step; they were eager to find 
Monterey. Portola reached it by land, Serra 
by sea a few days later. 


* Junipero was ecstatic. It was a lovely spot 
and he made it his headquarters. Later it 
became capital of the Spanish territory. 


JUNIPERO LOST no time in converting 
the local Indians. Here he lived with joy and 
sorrow. Some of the civil governors were 
excellent men; others were thorns in his side. 


extraction, attracted by the rich farmlands, 
but originally it was selfless missionaries 
either ministering to French settlers in the 
Louisiana area or to the Indians farther north 
who settled the area for the Catholic church. 


The string of missions in California serve 
today as tourist attractions, but for the early 
Franciscans, they were outposts for the 
rooting of the gospel in a strange milieu. The 
Franciscan strategy was as old as that of St. 
Paul, setting up a network of Christian 
communities a day’s journey apart. (Some of 
Paul’s communities however, were farther 
apart than that.) 


AS FOR THE original 13 colonies, there 
was no missionary activity in the strict sense. 
In the broader sense, yes, since the Catholic 
church had no firm foothold in the beginning. 
There simply were not that many Catholics. 


The priests who came to serve the resident 
Catholic population possessed a technical 
mission status due to the smallness of the 
flock. But their work was one of maintenance 
more than conversion. 


They did not come as a Kauer to call 
countless thousands of unbelievers to Christ. 
They came principally as maintainers of the 
faith to serve a group of people who already 
believed in Jesus and were committed to the 
Catholic church. 


LATER, WAVES of Catholic immigrants 
(probably 50 percent of all immigrants after

One in particular was quite neurotic and 
finally Serra went back to Mexico City to 
explain the situation to the viceroy. When he 
arrived he was so sick and his leg so ulcerous 
that they forced him to bed. But not for long, 
the viceroy proved to be a man of highest 
caliber who accepted all of Serra’s recom- 
mendations and sent a new governor to 
replace the troublemaker. 


Serra’s devotion to his Indians was well 
nigh incredible. When he learned at Monterey 
that the San Diego natives had burned the 
mission and killed, among others, a dear 
Franciscan friend, he begged the governor 
not to take reprisals. 
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presence. This was less due to mission effort 
in the usual sense of proselytizing than to the 
sheer number of people transported on 
ocean-going vessels from Catholic lands. 


But the efforts of missionaries among the 
Indians followed a classical pattern of 
apostolic spreading of the faith. Many of them 
suffered unbearable hardships and some died 
for their faith. Witness the story of the North 
American martyrs. 


Out of their effort came the saintly Indian 
girl, Kateri Tekakwitha. It is a pity that our 
breezy, technology-formed consciousness 
and landscape has so covered over the 
first missions to U.S. soil. Freeways, gas 
guzzlers and fast-food operations cover up 
the sacrificial love that moved the first men 
who planted the cross in mid-America and the 
Southwest. 


ONE NEED only retrace the work of 
Bishop Baraga of the Upper Peninsula in 
Michigan to sense the remarkable love the 
man had for Christ and for the people whom 
he served. 


One thing to be noted about the missionar- 
ies of those days is that they seemed 
invariably to be men of the highest caliber, 
spiritually and intellectually—the kind 0; men 
who would be corporate managers in another 
time. 


There is still lots of mission work to do at 
home and abroad. Let us hope the best and 
the brightest are still willing to try.

HE WAS IGNORED and appealed to the 
viceroy, who recognized the wisdom of his 
plea and acted on it, but not before some 
damage was done. It is impossible to tell in a 
short space all of Serra’s accomplishments. 
Either personally or through others, he 
founded missions from San Diego to San 
Francisco, the joy of founding the latter going 
to his good friend Palou. 


Age and infirmity caught up with him; the 
condition of his leg was intolerable and he had 
contracted an asthmatic condition which 
made even breathing painful. He died quietly 
in his little room at the mission near 
Monterey-Carmel on Aug. 28, 1784, at 71.

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Pope nears 15th anniversary 


Age has good, bad effects on Paul's pontificate

As he completes his 15th year as pope, Popé Paul 
Vl’s. age is having good and bad effects on his 
pontificate. 

Pope Paul, who was crowned pope June 30, 1963, 
at age 66, will be 81 Sept. 26. 


THE ONCE SPRY pontiff, whose sharp features, 
erect posture and dancing eyes were seen by 
millions during his many trips abroad, now has the 
look of a very old man. 


Since February and March when the pope was in 
bed with a serious flu his-health showed a steady 
decline, although this year’s late Roman spring 
seems to have had a good effect on him. 

The arthritic condition which affects his hips and 
knees has made it nearly impossible for him to walk. 
When going up and down steps at ceremonies, the 
pontiff is helped by two masters of ceremonies. At 
other times he shuffles along slowly and painfully. 
Soon the pope may have to use a wheelchair, say 
Vatican sources. 


VISITORS to the Vatican continue to marvel at the 
pope’s mental alertness and stamina. Yet he has 
experienced occasional public lapses of memory. 

Now and then he does not recognize a Vatican 
official whom he should know. He occasionally 
hesitates or loses his place when reading a speech in 
public. 

And once this year he appeared to have forgotten 
the words of the Regina Coeli prayer which he was 
reciting with noontime crowds in St. Peter’s Square. 


FROM A HUMAN point of view, signs of papal old 
age have had a good effect on Paul’s public image. 

Even many Romans, who jealously nurtured their 
love for Paul’s predecessor, jovial Pope John XXIH, 
have now taken Pope Paul into their hearts. Tough 
matrons can be heard to say “Poverino, povero 
vecchio” (“Poor little thing, poor old man”) as the 
pope passes through a cheering Roman throng. 

Ironically, the pope who took away the conclave 
vote from cardinals over 80 and urged bishops to 
resign at age 75 has nowturned his own 80 years into 
a symbol of traditional Christian respect for the aged. 


RECENTLY 10,000 people cheered to see the 
stooped-over pontiff toss a soccer ball into a crowd of 
children.

some Officials of the Roman Curia. (the Vatican’s 
central offices). 

Some monsignors, especially in Curia depart- 
ments established after the Second Vatican Council, 
complain about a logjam at the papal desk and long 
waits in getting important documents and proposals 
approved. 


“IT 1S IRONIC that Paul, who personally witnessed 
the final, trying years of Pius XII, should be going 
through much the same thing now,” said one veteran 
Vatican official. 

“History will say that Paul was a very great pope,” 
said another, “but it is a shame that these final years 
will detract from his record.” 


Another priest commented that “the pope is really 
feeling the absence of (Cardinal Giovanni) Benelli.” 


UNTIL HE was made archbishop of Florence last 
June, Cardinal Benelli was the pope’s righthand man 
in the Curia as undersecretary of state. He worked 
seven-day weeks and exercised a thorough, 
energetic control over almost evey facet of the Curia. 


The Vatican rarely removes the veil surrounding 
the. pope’s private activities and it is hard to judge 
how much old age has slowed him down. 

The official record of papal private audiences, 
however, shows that the pope received 112 
individuals in the first four months of 1977. This 
year’s total of 87 private audiences for the same four- 
month period represents a drop of 22 percent. 


IN THE FIRST four months of 1973, the pope 
received 181 individuals in private audience, or 
more than twice the number he saw this year. 


In his first five years Pope Paul produced seven 
encyclicals. Lately publication of major papal 
teaching or policy documents—apostolic letters, 
encyclicals, motu proprios, and the like—has 
ground toa halt. This summer the church is marking 
the 10th anniversary of his last encyclical, 
“Humanae Vitae” (“On Human Life”). 


According to Pope Paul’s 1968 Curia reform, high 
Curia officials are to retire at age 75. Yet the pope’s 
Curia critics point out that French Cardinal Gabriel 
Garrone is still heading the Education Congregation 
even though he will be 77 in October. 


THEY SAY that rubber-stamp renewals have been 
given to almost all Curia officials finishing five-year 
terms. 


Despite such criticisms, all Curia officials tend to 
agree that Pope Paul, a man who has made 
international diplomacy a hallmark of his papacy 
from the beginning, is irreplaceable in at least one 
important sense: He is the only world leader today 
who has been following global affairs from a front- 
row seat for nearly half a century.
